If other natiens agreed, he 
said, India would ask the Gen- 
eral Assembly to request the 
four-power conference. 
Responsibility for easing world 
tensions rests primarily on ‘the 
two great giants” (meaning the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union), Menon said. He cau- 
tioned less powerful govern- 
ments, however, from aggravat- 
ing the rivalries by employing 
terms such as “satellites” and 
“imperialist warmongers,” often 
heard in speeches by represen- 
tatives of Western and Eastern 
antagonists. 

Disarmament, particularly ab- 
olition of weapons of mass de- 
struction such as atomic and 
hydrogen bombs and gas instru- 
ments is “imperative,” Menon 
continued, “unless the world is 
to destroy itself.” The time has 
come, he declared, “when the 
General Assembly must declare 
itself in favor of the non-use (of 
them) for destructive purposes.”

BERLIN, Sept. 29 (AP)—May- 
or Ernst Reuter of West Berlin 
died after a heart attack at his 
home tonight, city officials an- 
nounced. He was 64 years old. 

Reuter was a symbol of the 
West’s opposition to Communism 
deep inside the Iron Curtain, 

The sharp-spoken chief execu- 
tive led 2,200,000 of his fellow- 
citizens through a grueling 327- 
day Soviet blockade. Only a few 
faltered. 

Then, he became a human link 
between the city—100 miles in- 
side the Soviet zone—and the 
republic created in West Ger- 
many. 

Reuter headed the govern- 
ment of the United States, Brit- 
ish and French sectors in Ber- 
lin. Across town, a Communist 
government under Friedrich 
Ebert runs Russian sector af- 
fairs. 

Reuter’s Social Democratic 
(Socialist) party received a 
strong majority when 1,300,000 
of West Berlin’s voters engaged 
in a free election in December 
1948. Ebert was named rival lord- 
mayor at an Opera House rally 
attended by 2000 hand-picked 
delegates of Red organizations. 

Reuter was re-elected in 1951. 

Reuter espoused and then re- 
jected Communism in his youth. 
The Russians black-balled him 
when he was first elected lord-

ISRAEL OCCUPIES 
DEMILITARIZED 
AREA, EGYPT SAYS 


‘Aggression’. in Auga 
Zone on Frontier Is 
Charged by Govern. 
ment at Cairo. 


CAIRO, Sept. 29 (UP)—Min- 
ister of National Guidance Saleh 
Salem said today Israeli armed 
forces had occupied parts of the 
demilitarized area around Auga 
on the Egyptian-Israeli frontier. 

The Egyptian Government has 
summoned the army commander 
in chief to Cairo.for consulta- 
tion and has notified the Joint 
Palestine Armistice Commission 
and the Egyptian delegation to 
the United Nations of “this ag- 
gression,” Salem said. 

“We are not disclosing our 
plans,” Salem said at a press 
conference, “But we know what 
to do.” 

Lt. Gen. Abdel Hakim Amer, 
the Egyptian commander in 
chief, is returning at once from 
an inspection tour to take charge 
of the military aspect of the sit- 
uation, Salem said. 

He declined to give details of 
the reported Israeli move, or its 
date. 

The Auga, or E) Auja, demill- 
tarized zone is on the frontier 
between Egypt’s Sinai peninsula 
and the Israeli Negev area, on 
the main Cairo-Jerusalem high- 
way. 

In armistice negotiations end- 
ing the Palestine war, Egypt and 
Israel agreed to demilitarization 
of the village of Auga and sur- 
rounding territory. The village 
itself is several miles inside 
Israeli territory. 

Under~« the Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement, Auga was to be the 
headquarters of a mixed Armis- 
tice Commission consisting of 
three Egyptians, three Israelis 
and one U.N. observer. 

A dispatch from Jerusalem 
said Israel was carrying out 
“Operation Samson,” the biggest 
defense maneuvers in the coun- 
try’s brief history, involving in- 
fantry, tanks, artillery and 
planes. 

Before Egypt made its allega- 
tion of aggression on the Is- 
raeli southern border, Israel al- 
ready was embroiled in a dis- 
pute with Syria and Jordan.

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Dispute Over Facilities Delays 
Interviewing of P.O.W.s Again 


Both U.N., Reds Want Changes Made in 
Centers Provided for Making 
Explanations. 


PANMUNJOM, Sept. 29 (AP) 
~The Neutral Nations Repatri- 
ation Commission said today 
that explanations to Allied and 
Communist war prisoners who 
have refused to go home may be 
delayed again—this time by a 
dispute over facilities. 


Explanation teams which will 
attempt to persuadé the P.O.W.s 
to return home originally were 
scheduled to start talking to 
prisoners last Saturday, but the 
talks were postponed until 
Thursday because of a dispute 
over the ground rules. 


An Indian spokesman for. the 
commission said today the meet- 
ings may be pushed back again 
unless the Reds and Allies ac- 
cept explanation centers already 
constructed. 

Both Want Changes. 

He said both sides want ex- 
tensive changes. The Commu- 
nists, he said, object to centers 
built by the U.N. Command be- 
cause Red teams would have to 
pass through all the P.O.W. 
camps to reach them. 

“They want to avoid them be- 
cause of hostile prisoners,” the 
spokesman said. 

Allied dissatisfaction centered 
on explanation booths and com- 
pounds built by the Reds. They 
say both are too small. 

The Allied objection appar- 
ently stems from the dispute 
over whether prisoners should 
be interviewed individually or 
in groups. The Allies want 
group explanations while the 
Reds insist on individual inter- 
views. 


An Allied spokesman said the 
U.N. Command told the Repatri- 
ation Commission it could not 
make the changes by the Thurs- 
day deadline, but promised they 
would be completed as fast as 
possible 

No Word on Red Plans. 

There was no immediate word 
on Communist remodeling 
plans. 

The commission met in a long 
session Tuesday night, presum- 
ably to discuss snarls holding 
up the processing of 22,600 Red 
and more than 300 Allied 
P.O.W.:s. 

The commission scheduled a 
press conference for Wednesday 
to announce rules. governing the 
explanations, but later canceled 
it without explanation. 

A spokesman said, however, 
the commission still planned to 
announce the regulations. He did 
not say when. 

He said the commission also 
may answer an Allied protest 
that it had distributed a letter 
tainted with Communist propa- 
ganda to the balky P.O.W.s. 

He said a statement answering 
the charge already had been ap- 
proved and “‘as far as the com- 
mission is concerned, they have 
not indulged in any propaganda 
for either side.” 

Meanwhile, three more Reds 
—two North Koreans and one 
Chinese — who changed their 
minds about repatriation were 
returned to the Reds Tuesday, 
bringing to 101 the number sent 
back since the conclusion of 
Operation Big Switch.

LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP)— 
Britain has asked the United 
States to send more planes to 
defend its Mediterranean island 
fortress of Malta, the Colonial 
Office announced today. 

A Colonial Office spokesman 
refused on security grounds to 
say how many additional aircraft 
are sought or how many are sta- 
tioned on the island at presént. 

United States planes have 
been based on Malta for the last 
year. 

The Colonial Office announce- 
ment said Britain asked for re- 
inforcements after a “further 
study of the defense require- 
ments of the area in modern con- 
ditions.” It said the arrange- 
ment will be reviewed from time 
to time “in the light of changes 
in the international situation.” 

Britain has long been touchy 
about the air defense of Malta. 
The tiny island was 
pounded to submission by Nazi 
bombing in the early part of 
World War II.

23 ARE KILLED 


20 Puerto Rican Soldiers 
Among Dead — 18 
Survive Crack-Up of 
Chartered Liner.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. .29 
(AP)—Civil Aeronautics Board 
investigators took over today at 
the scene of an airliner crash 
that took the lives of 23 per- 


sons, including 20 Puerto Rican 
soldiers. 


The big, twin-engine plane 


was nearing the end of its jour- 
ney late yesterday when it sud- 
denly went out of control and 
crashed in the middle of.Louis- 
ville’s Standiford field. 

Others among the 41 aboard 
the plane were reported in se- 
ty condition in three hospi- 
tals. 

The C-46, one of five char- 
tered by the Army to transfer 
140 soldiers from Camp Kilmer, 
N.J., to Fort Knox, Ky., was 
about to land when trouble de- 
veloped. 

After pulling up to about 400 
feet, the craft nosed down and 
crashed. Bodies were scattered 
as far as 100 feet from the 
twisted ruins of the plane. 

Field’s First Fatal Crash. 

It was the airport’s first fatal 
accident since it opened in 1944. 

The crew of three, all from 
San Antonio, Tex., were killed. 
The stewardess, Miss Dorothy 
Jean Bush, 32 years old, died 
this morning of her injuries. 

The pilot was Capt. Whorton 
Moller, 33, and his co-pilot was 
Capt. John Dewitt Pickel, 31. 

Authorities at Camp Kilmer 
said the soldiers were among a 
group of Puerto Ricans processed 
from overseas. for re-assignment 
and that some of them may have 
seen combat service in Korea. 

None of the survivors could 
tell what happened. 

Saw Tail Flap Drop. 

One witness, Carl South, a 
transportation agent for Trans 
World Airlines, said the plane 
descended in a normal manner. 
He said he noticed the left ele- 
vator flap on the tail drop and 
the plane was pulled up. All at 
once it nosed down and crashed 
into the field. 

The plane broke into two parts 
and both engines burst into 
flames. Most of the survivors 
seemed to come out of the tail 
section. 


Fire Capt. Marion Norris said: | 


“There wasn’t much we could do 


about the fire. People were lying | 


all over the place, and we han- 
dled those we could.”

PRIVATE TRADERS 1 


TO RANDLE FOOD AD 


U.S. to Work Through Ex- | 
porters in Sending Farm | 
Products Overseas. | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP) | 
—The government probably will | 
announce soon that it will oper- | 
ate through private trade chan- 
nels in carrying out a congres- | 
sional mandate to send up to/| 
$250,000,000 worth of farm prod- | 
ucts abroad under foreign aid | 
programs. 

Congress directed that  be- 
tween $100,000,000 and $250,- 
000,000 worth of farm products 
be made available to other coun- 
tries, which would pay in their 
own currencies. Such currency 
payments in turn would be used 
to carry out foreign aid objec- 
tives in the affected countries. 

The legislation was sponsored 
by major farm organizations 
urging greater efforts to hold on 
to declining overseas markets 
for American crops.. 

Two courses were open to the 
government—sending the prod- 
ucts abr.:d from surpluses held 
by the Agriculture Department 
under price support programs 
and using government agencies 
to handle the transactions, or 
encouraging private exporters Y 
do the job. 

After conferences between of- 
ficials of the Foreign Operations 
Administration and the Agricul- 
ture Department, the administra- 
tion has decided to use the priv- 
ate trade approach. 


First invitations for such ship- 
ments are expected to cover 
grains, particularly wheat. 

Instead of taking wheat from 
government stocks, the FOA 
would deal with private traders 
who would get grain in the open 
market. They would be paid by 
the FOA. Recipient countries 
would make an equivalent 
amount of their currency avail- 
able for approved foreign aid 
projects in their country. 

The net effect would be that 
United States aid would be in 
the form of farm products rath- 
er than in dollars. 

Traders would be free to buy 
government-owned surpluses for 
shipment under the program if 
supplies were unavailable in 
regular commercial markets. 


ROKS SEIZE 9 JAPANESE SHIPS

SEOUL, Sept. 29 (AP)—The 
South Korean Defense Ministry 
said today its navy seized nine 
Japanese ships Saturday and 
Sunday inside the “Rhee line” 
around South Korea. 

In all, the South Korean navy 
seized 18 Japanese ships last 
week. 

South Korea proclaimed the 
“Rhee line” about 60 miles off 
the coast. Japan has refused to 
recognize it, saying interna- 
tional custom restricts terri- 
torial waters to three miles from 
shore.

One of his three physicians 
said he held hope for McCarty’s 
recovery until the very end but 
his weakened heart simply col- 
lapsed under the strain. McCarty 
apparently whipped the pneu- 
monia but the doctor said “there 
just wasn’t enough” strength to 
sustain life. A heart specialist 
was flown here yesterday from 
New Orleans. 

McCarty’s 12-year-old son, Dan 
JI], was taken from school to 
be at the bedside yesterday. Two 
other children, Mike, 7, and 
Frances Lela, 5, also survive 
in addition to their mother, the 
former Olie Brown. 

McCarty was born at Fort 
Pierce and was a graduate of 
the University of Florida.

Hunt for the Best Man 


Attorney General Brownell’s flight to Sacra- 
mento for a secret conference with Gov. Warren 
naturally revives speculation that the California 
executive may be tendered a seat on the Su- 
preme Court. No official is saying anything but 
it is obvious that a busy Cabinet member would 
not have flown across the country had he not 
had an important mission to perform. 

If President Eisenhower has had Gov. Warren 
in mind for a high judicial post—and that has 
been said for months—it may well be that the 
White House had not expected to name him 
Chief Justice. 

Clearly there is a substantial difference be- 
tween naming an able Governor, with primarily 
official legal practice experience and no judicial 
training, to the junior seat on the court and 
naming him to head the court. As junior Justice 
he would serve as the newest member; as Chief 
Justice he would outrank members who have 
been on the court for many years—in Justice 
Black’s case, for example, 16 years. 

Yet the speculation in Washington today is 
that the Governor will be named Chief Justice in 
a day or so. 

The need for judges has caused the names 
of two Republican Chief Judges of the 
Federal Courts of Appeal—John J. Parker 
the Middle Atlantic circuit and Orie L. Phillips 
of the Rocky Mountain circuit—to enter into 
the speculation. Similarly Chief Justice Arthur 
T. Vanderbilt of New Jersey is considered as a 
Republican state Supreme Court judge who 
might be elevated to the highest federal bench. 

But if the new appointee went to the junior 
seat, then who would be advanced from among 


- the present eight Justices to the chief justice- 


ship? Justice Burton is the only Republican, ap- 
pointed in 1945 by Harry S. Truman. Justice 
Jackson's name is mentioned as a possibility for 
promotion to the presiding officer’s chair. As 
Raymond P. Brandt, chief of our Washington bu- 
reau, showed in his Sunday article, there are good 
precedents for this. Republican President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft elevated Democratic Justice 
Edward D. White and Democratic President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt advanced Republican Jus- 
tice Harlan F. Stone. 

With the Supreme Court reconvening in less 
than a week, there doubtless is some little pres- 
sure on the President to announce a Chief Jus- 
tice within the next few days and to seat him on 
a recess appointment. Before Attorney General 
Brownell recommends that course, he should be 
sure that the gains outweigh the losses. Not- 
withstanding the need for a ninth vote to break 
ties, there is good reason why appointees to the 
chief justiceship have waited for senatorial con- 
firmation before sitting. 

This is the most important appointment so 
far required of President Eisenhower. Since the 
man in the White House has severely criticized 
political appointments by his predecessor he 
has obligated himself to put partisanship reso- 
lutely aside and to‘select the most qualified man 
he can find in all the country. 
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Decision at the Polls

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Lie on the Loudspeaker 
Those who recall the name of Hans Fritzsche, 
who died in Cologne Sunday, may remember 


either the unconscious humor of a Nazi propa- ° 


ganda broadcaster or proceedings at the Nuern- 
berg trials. Yet Fritzsche’s story is also one of 
the subversion of a free press and the deteriora- 
tion of a man. 

At one time the Berlin radio announcement, 
“Hans Fritzsche speaks,’ was respected across 
Europe as a token of objective news commen- 
tary. Fritzsche frequently criticized Hitler. 

On the day Hitler came to power, Jan. 30, 
1933, two emissaries of Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels called on Fritzsche and said Der 
Fuehrer was angry with him but would permit 
him to continue under “certain conditions.’ One 
was the dismissal of Jews in his office. Fritzsche 
rejected this but the Jewish employes quit, so 
he went unmolested. 

Two months later, Goebbels flattered Fritzsche 
by giving him an important task in the Nazi 
Department of Propaganda and Enlightenment. 
Fritzsche later explained he took the job in 
hopes of salvaging some persons and ideas from 
Nazidom. One month after that he joined the 
Nazi party. 

Even then Fritzsche sometimes choked on 
the propaganda, but as time, Hitler and terror 
advanced he choked less. By 1945 he was broad- 
casting vicious defamation of the Jews to cover 
Nazi atrocities, along with those fantastic stories 
of “strategic shifts” and “movements to consoli- 
date” the broken Nazi front in the East. 

Fritzsche was freed at the Nuernberg dock 
because he was not considered a war criminal 
equivalent to such as Goering or Jod! or Keitel. 
That, of course, was a matter of judicial opinion. 
For Hans Fritzsche was the big voice of Hitler's 
Big Lie. 
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Improving Social Security 

The Administration’s unpublished “blue- 
print” for extension of social security coverage 
could very well end up on the shelf while a 
proposal to liberalize the law is considered. 

At present, persons who work after retire- 
ment are not entitled to social security pay- 
ments in months in which they earn more than 
$75. The elderly regard this as an unfair re 
striction—as well they should—and they are 
applying substantial pressure to Congress to 
eliminate or substantially raise the ceiling which 
was lifted from $50 in 1952. As a result, of some 
170 changes under study by a House suBtommit- 
tee, no fewer than 44 deal with that problem. 


Next year is an election year, and so long 
as the pressure from the elderly continues firm 
many Congressmen may find it politically profit- 
able to work on the higher ceiling rather than 
to tackle the Administration’s blueprint. That 
would be unfortunate, since both jobs need do- 
ing. An opportunity was missed when one or 
the other was not taken up im the 1953 session. 
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The Right to Privacy 


The Senate will want to think twice and a 
third time if necessary before it votes to cite 
Corliss Lamont for contempt because he re- 
fused to answer questions put fo him in secret 
at a one-man subcommittee hearing. 

Mr. Lamont, who is a son of the late Thomas 
W. Lamont, millionaire Wall Stréet banker, did 
not invoke tHe Fifth Amendment’s protection 
against self-incrimination at any time. He said 
in a statement that he is “a loyal American” 
and that he is “not now ‘and never has been a 
member of the Communist party.” 

But beyond that Corliss Lamont would not an- 
swer—for, as a private citizen without public of- 
fice, he has a right to refuse to answer questions 
involving his personal affairs and his writings. 

Mr. Lamont’s reliance was on the First 
Amendment—which protects freedom of speech, 
freedom of religion, freedom of the press and 
the right of assembly, and it may well be that 
he has given a new direction to the opposition 
to the snoopers and pryers. Here is what the 
witness said in his statement: 


Under the rules of the Senate and the 
statutes organizing the appointment of this 
standing committee, this committee has no 
authority to examine into the personal and 
private affairs of private citizens. 

Any action with regard to my books by of- 
ficials of the Government was done without 
my prior knowledge or consultation with me. 

I took no part in any proceedings involv- 
ing any governmental authority and there- 
fore this committee is without power to ex- 
amine me under the rules governing it. 


The private citizen does have his rights and if 
the Senate should vote a contempt citation 
against Mr. Lamont, it would undoubtedly pro- 
duce a test case that would go all the way to 
the United States Supreme Court where dema- 
gogues fare less well than they do in Congress. 

Louis Budenz, the former Communist, is the 
source of complaints against Mr. Lamont’s loy- 
alty. Apparently these charges have not im- 
pressed Dwight D. Eisenhower since he was for 
four years President of Columbia University 
where Mr. Lamont is lecturer in philosophy. If 
there is a case against him the thing to do is to 
take it to a grand jury and ask indictments. 


Until that is done, many Americans will ap-- 


plaud Corliss Lamont for having, in effect, 
spoken up for them and their right to be secure 
in their thoughts and in their personal lives. 
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Jobs Wanted 

One of the hardest problems which any Presi- 
dent faces sooner or later is the problem of in- 
ducing men and women of extraordinary ability 
to enter government service. Without such peo- 
ple in the ranks, even the Administration ablest- 
led at the top cannot do well. It is disturbing, 
therefore, to read the advertisement which dis- 
charged employes of the United States Informa- 
tion Agency inserted in The Washington Post in 
their search for new jobs. 

Budget analysts, reports analysts, librarians, 
printing specialists are on the list—skilled pro- 
fessional people who cannot be picked up on 
any street, and whose skills are indispensable to 
government. Writers who have written for na- 
tional magazines, authors of books, researchers, 
copy readers, reporters, teletype operators, art- 
ists, photographers, reporters, 

As The Post says: “There is grave hardship 
in such situations. There is also an abundance of 
talent which should surely not be lost to the 
Government needlessly. It will test the Admin- 
istration’s resourcefulness to find ways to utilize 
these valuable human assets.” 

It is a worthy objective to limit government 
employment to those who are really needed. It 
will be another thing to relinquish talents of 
which government may stand in need, and to 
create an atmosphere of insecurity in govern- 
ment service. 
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Meeting at Margate 

Unusual harmony marked the opening of the 
British Labor party's convention at Margate. In- 
stead of quarreling among themselves, the La- 
borites seemed more disposed to quarrel with 
the Conservatives who hold power, and even 
then in good temper. 

For lack of inner contention the Labor meet- 
ing recalls the recent Democratic party rally in 
Chicago, which also was unusually harmonious. 
But the party out of power often displays more 
unity than when in power. The boys decide to 
pull together rather than throw away the rope. 

Thus the Labor leadership has proposed a 
domestic program remarkable for its relative 
moderation. It puts British financial security 
ahead of Socialist theory. It avoids sharp criti- 
cism of foreign policy and, for that matter, of 
American foreign policy. 

Yet if there ever was a year for vocal disagree- 
ment in Labor’s ranks, this was it. American 
and British policies have diverged on the proper 
approach to Russia and Red China. McCarthy- 
ism on this side of the Atlantic has led to revul- 
sion on the other side. Anti-Americanism has 
grown to a point where it has caused anxious 
editorials. in the British press. 

Still, the United Press reports, the Laborites 
overwhelmingly voted down two proposals criti- 
cal. of the United States. One of these called 
for cut-backs in the British rearmament pro- 
gram. Americans will remember that it was a 
Labor Government which initiated this program. 

Despite friction, nothing that has happened is 
enough to disturb the firmest alliance in the 
world. British policy, like American policy, is 
based on the premise that a strong defense will 
deter aggression. There it remains. The Labor 
meeting at Margate is a good indication of that. 
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Rhee Stands Alone 

Syngman Rhee’s latest saber-rattling is 
prompted by a reported American plan to neu- 
tralize and unify Korea. 

The South Korean President says first that 
“we cannot take seriously” any such plan “so 
long as we have powerful aggressor nations 
which go unpunished.” He adds that his Gov- 
ernment has only “postponed its determination 
to unMy Korea by military means.” 

Rhee’s stated policy is one of force and it is 
preposterous. His Government lacks the mili- 
tary means to unify his nation, much less to 
punish those “powerful aggressor nations,’ by 

ch he means China and even, perhaps, Rus- 

a. Moreover, the policy of force has been 
laid aside by the United Nations in hopes that 
negotiations can produce what force did not. 

Syngman Rhee stands absolutely alone with 
his policy. His trigger-happy assertions must 
not be allowed to disturb the peace conference.

Emmet J. Hughes, President Eisen- 
hower's ghost writer, is one of the few 
members of the White House circle who 
is a full-time, practicing intellectual, 
with all the crotchets, doubts and 
subtle ambiguities that normally dilis- 
tinguish the breed. 

But for the accident of birth (about 
15 years too late) Hughes might have 
been a New Deal Brain Truster. 

A wiry, darkly handsome man whose 
receding hairline and graying temples 
make him look older than his 33 years, 
Hughes is the very image of the 
tweedy- pipe-smok- 
ing. soft - voiced 
professor. 

As the White 
House scribe (his 
official title is ad- 
ministrative assist- 
ant) Hughes is ina 
strategic position. 
His job involves 
more than merely 
solemnizing policy 
in the lumbering 
periods that distin- 
guish official ora- 
tory, 

The potential 
power of his job 
was evident during the presidential 
campaign when Hughes served as a 
speechwriter. The idea of the General 
going to Korea had been discussed 
many times by his intimates; but there 
was considerable question as to when 
the announcement should be made. 


Should Be Heard, Not Seen 


Hughes, while drafting the candi- 
date’s Detroit speech on Korea, de- 
cided that the time had come to make 
the dramatic announcement. He wrote 
it into the draft. phoned Herbert 
Brownell in New York for approval, 
and presented the proposal. neatly 
packaged in the manuscript. to Eisen- 
hower. The candidate bought it. 

Thus Hughes. while not responsible 
for dreaming up the notion, as widely 
reported last October, was distinctly 
responsible for its timing. And Hughes 
found himself a front-page news story. 

While no man to be alarmed at the 
assault of fame, he was in a distinctly 
embarrassing spot. For the first rule of 
a ghost writer is to be heard by the 
public but not seen. Since then, 
Hughes's specific contributions to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's policy proposals 
have not been a matter of public record. 

From Hughes’s personal history, how- 
ever, it seems likely that he will be one 
of the uninhibited liberal voices in the 
White House.

New Dealer in College Days 


When interviewed recently, he char- 
acterized himself as a New Dealer in 
his college days. Thereafter, he spent 
much of his time abroad and managed 
to avoid any political tag and, indeed, 
any trip to the polls. He didn’t become 
a Republican until the 1952 campaign. 
His uncomplicated reason: “It was time 
for a change.” 

Hughes’s name first reached the pub- 
lic in 1947 through a book, “Report 
From Spain,” a devastating analysis and 
vivid assault on ‘the Franco regime. 
Its effectiveness was enhanced in some 
quarters, by the knowledge _ that 
Hughes himself was a devout Catholic. 

Although unknown to the public be- 
fore that book, Hughes had already 
achieved an awesome reputation in 
some circles. 

At Princeton (class of ‘41) he is re- 


membered as a shy and somewhat self- 
absorbed young man. He studied his- 
tory and graduated summa cum laude. 

His senior honor’s thesis, “The 
Church and the Liberal Society,” 
achieved publication and was a selection 
of the Catholic Book-of-the-Month Club 
—a rare accolade for an undergraduate. 


After Princeton, Hughes enrolled at 
Columbia where he studied under Prof. 
Carlton J. H. Hayes. He was preparing 
himself for a teaching career when 
Hayes was appointed Ambassador to 
Spain. Hayes took him along and 
Hughes eventually became press attache 
of the Embassy. 

When it came time to go to war, 
Hughes wangled permission to enlist in 
North Africa. He was put in OSS and 
transferred back to Madrid when the 
Army suddenly decided he was more 
valuable in his old post. 


Exalted Role for a G.I. 


Although only a private, he again 
found himself Embassy press attache 
as well as. the head of OWI in Spain 
and a functionary in military intelli- 
gence. Few privates in Americar his- 
tory ever achieved such exalted diplo- 
matic status, 

In his job he met many visiting news- 
men, among them Charles Wertenbak- 
er, then head of the Time-Life Paris of- 
fice. Some months later, Wertenbaker 
cabled him from New York offering 
him the job heading up Ttme’s bureau 
in Rome. 


“He wanted me because I was both 
a liberal and a Catholic,” Hughes says, 
modestly. 


Hughes quickly made a reputation 
for himself as a boy wonder in the 
Time empire. His copy from Rome and 
Berlin (he headed the Time bureau in 
Berlin in 1943-49) is remembered as 
some of the best ever sent in from an 
overseas correspondent. 

After his trick in Berlin, he was 
brought home and made text editor of 
Life. Midway in the presidential cam- 
paign. in which the Eisenhower oratori- 
cal effort could hardly be regarded as 
distinguished, Hughes volunteered his 
services. as a speechwriter, taking a 
leave of absence from Life. In the opin- 
ion of most observers, the candidate's 
performance picked up immediately. 


Youth of the New Prosperity 
I 


Although the campaign is long over. 
Hughes still speaks with quiet fervor 
about the Eisenhower crusade. He is 
deeply impressed with the fact that so 
many young people, reared under the 
New and Fair Deals, switched their al- 
legiance for the first time. These are 
in large part, of course, the youth of the 
new prosperity, who have moved to the 
suburbs and developed the conservative 
instincts of homeowners. 


Hughes, too, lives in comfortable 
suburbia (Chevy Chase) with wife and 
baby. But he thinks of himself not as a 
conservative but as an unfettered liber- 
al of the new era. An ambitious young 
man who has risen very fast, he means 
to have an impact on his times. 


What impact he will have on Eisen- 
hower’s thinking it is still, of course, 
too early to say. For the President is 
buffeted by many pressures, most of 
them hardly of Hughes's coloration.

Age Cannot Wither Them 
EARLY CHRISTIAN FATHERS, edited by Cyril C. 

Richarcson. (Westminster Press, Philadelphia, 4/5 

pgs., $5.) 

What can be the excuse, when pub- 
lication costs are sky high, of another 
translation of the Christian classics to 
run to 26 volumes? The answer has 
been given by Prof. Gilbert Highet of 
Columbia University, commenting on 
this courageous project: 

“A classic is a permanent book: one 
which never became an antiquity. Such 
books are valuable, not because they 
are old, but because they are timeless. 
There are a few hundred—perhaps a 
few thousand—of such books which 
have never ceased to be read since the 
day they were written.” 

The Library of Christian Classics 
will provide a new translation in mod- 
ern English, with scholarly introduce 
tions and notes, of the greatest of the 
Christian treatises written before 1600. 
The editors and publisher know that 
the number of readers is limited; but 
they also know, from experience, that 
there are, at any time, a fair-sized num- 
ber of grateful readers—the most de- 
pendable buyers and readers of books 
on earth. 

“Early Christian Fathers” is Vol. I; it 
includes some of the best known Chris- 
tian writings of the first two centuries. 
The general reader, who is apt to shy 
off.from “classics,” might try the first 
selection in this beautiful volume— 
Clement's First Letter ‘A.D. 96). This 
work is in no sense antique, but fresh, 
interesting and easy to read. There is 
a general index, and a list of biblical 


references.

AIRLINE PILOT HELD 
IN GEM SHUGRING | 


Belgian Flyer Arrested With 
$233,000 in Diamonds— 
Jeweler Held. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (UP)— 
One of Belgium's top commer- 
cial airline pilots and a New York 
jeweler were held in $50,000 
bail each today on charges of 
smuggling $233,000 worth of 
diamonds into the United States. 

Samuel Lieberman, identified 
as a Fifth avenue diamond mer- 
chant, was arrested yesterday 
when he walked-into a trap set 


for him by Government agents. 

They said Edmund Deppe, act- 
ing chief pilot for Sabena Bel- 
gian Airlines, received the dia- 
monds from a Belgian army cap- 
tain in Brussels, brought them 
to New York Sunday and passed 
through customs at Idlewild 
Airport with the diamonds con- 
cealed in a secret compartment 
in a suitcase. 


Custom agents, alerted for 
Deppe’s arrival, trailed him to a 
local hotel. When Deppe left 
the hotel he was followed to an 
uptown apartment where he 
was seized. 


The agents found two pack- 
ages of diamonds in his pockets. 
One contained 1439 carats of cut 
and polished stones and the oth- 
er 779 carats of rough, uncut 
diamonds. 


After Deppe’s arrest Lieber- 
man telephoned the apartment 
to try to arrange a meeting 
where he could collect the dia- 
monds. A “decoy” insisted 
Lieberman come to the apart- 
ment. Lieberman agreed. When 
he appeared at the apartment he 
was arrested. 


Both men face possible jail 
sentences of two years and fines 
of $5000 each if convicted.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29. 
NE by one all the Hollywood big Names are 
getting into the television act ~ Ray Mil- 
land, Loretta Young and Joan Crawford. be- 
ing the latest to succumb. Succumb, I’m afraid, 
is the right word, too. 
The Milland series 
in particular is an un- 
qualified disaster. Mil- 
land, a very good ac- 
tor, has stumbled into 
a comedy format in 
which he plays the 
role of an _  absent- 
minded professor, a 
part I thought had 
been retired 40 years 
ago. He forgets to put 
on his pants. He boasts 
that he has a system 
for recalling things by 
7 writing them in a lit- 
- tle notebook — and 
JOHN CROSBY then forgets the note- 
book and oh, brother! It’s painful to see so 
much talent wasted on stuff like this. 
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THE BIG SCENE on the opening show in- 
volved Milland and a girl he didn’t know was in 
his house going in and out of a bathroom, one 
of those things where one person closes one 
door while someone else Opens another one, 
just missing each other by inches. It’s been done 
before. And it'll be done again, As a matter of 
sober fact, CBS was up to its hips in people 
closing doors and opening them last week. The 
Red Buttons show, a very good show ordinarily, 
had about six people running in and out of 
doors. Same act but more people. 

“Meet Mr. McNutley,” which is the name of 
this unfortunate enterprise, is just plain silly, 
The comic strips progressed way beyond this 
level of humor a good many years ago and it 
does seem a shame that television, which has 
become a very big business, has to go through 
it all over again. 
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THERE’S A CHARACTER, for example, an 
{ron-jawed old dame who is principal of the 
school and Milland’s boss, She has some great 
lines like “Well!” which she pronounces with 
upraised eyebrows and distended nostrils. When 
she isn’t welling around the stage, it’s peopled 
by Milland’s pal, a wise-cracking strutting idiot, 
who acts as decoy for those bathroom scenes, 
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LORETTA YOUNG'S SERIES is called “Letter 
to Loretta” and is supposed to be based on the 
fan letters she has received as a movie actress. A 
good many people have written in for advice, 
apparently, and these dramas are based on the 
letters with Miss Young acting out the part of 
the letter-writers. 

Loretta Young Is a very beautiful and ageless 
girl who has learned a great deal about acting 
since I first saw her in films years ago. She's 
an astonishingly good comedienne and the first 
part of her show was done with a professional 
polish on the acting, direction and writing. It 
was a story about a girl who sells perfume, thus 
attracting the attention of a Philadelphia Main 
Liner. He takes her home to his family of 
stuffed shirts with matrimony in mind. Up to 
this point, the show was a model of television 
high comedy. 

Then the old Hollywood urge toward silliness 
arose and things began coming apart. It was a 
triumph of persona] magnetism that Miss Young 
rose above her material. She has enormous 
charm, as well as beauty, and she has a whole 
bagful of acting tricks. Frankly, I don’t see how 
they can miss with this girl—but then I keep 
reminding myself not to underestimate Holly- 
wood. They can miss with some awfully sure- 
fire people.

HE last weeding is done late in the season, 
T Women are better than men at weeding be- 
cause they like details. 

A man regards weeding as a waste of his 
time. He could be accomplishing much more 
with a power-driven machine. He could be 
plowing a plot of ground for next season’s plant- 
ing.

It takes a great gift of self-persuasion to con- 
vince him that he has not been browbeaten into 
weeding, and that he is doing it of his own 
free will because it is gratifying to his women- 

olk. 

' It takes great strength of character, too, to 
stick to it when he knows that he could put an 
end to it all and get back to a power-driven ma- 
chine by the simple measure of pulling up one 
sacred plant that isn’t a weed.

novelist—she was Baroness Dudevant—offer some inter- 
esting parallels, though they were not contemporaries.

THEY WROTE ABOUT the men with whom they were 
briefly associated, and the men returned the compliment.

Their objectivity 
is perhaps their best trait, for it is a rare woman who can 
tell the truth about herself. 

So here we have two case histories, valuable because 
they escape the obvious.

SAND THOUGHT she was entirely emancipated, un- 
shackled by public opinion. But I happened across a letter 
she wrote Sainte-Beuve about a party she hesitated to 
attend; she wanted to know how she would be received, 
she wouldn't risk a snub. On another occasion she wrote 
that there was no possibility of happiness for a woman out- 
side of marriage. The Swedish feminist, Ellen Key, doubted 
very much whether Sand had ever known what it was to be 
in love. 

As for Duncan, she said at the close of her life that she 
realized on looking back that she had never known the love 
of a real man; she had loved only neurotics. 

It appears then that Isidora Duncan and George Sand 
cheated themselves; the love they pursued eluded them. 

Romantic love has chastity as a prerequisite, It is never 
the reward of the shallow or the promiscuous. 


Right and Wrong

T’S easy enough in most instances to tell ‘what is the 
right thing to do, most adults think. Easy enough to tell 
what is right—not always as easy to do what is right. 
So with the mid-teenager. The 14-year-old often tells 
us that it is easy to tell right from wrong: “You just know,” 
he says, or “You can just sort of sense it.” Or, “Just go 
by common sense.” Or “Know it automatically.” 


x *« * 

OUR NEXT QUESTION IS, “If you can tell right from 
wrong, do you always try to do what is right.” 

“Not always,” the majority tell us frankly. 

“IT always can tell right from wrong,” they say, “but 
I don’t always do the right thing.” 

Girls as a rule are, at least by their own telling, a 
little more conforming than are boys. But more boys at 
14 than at any other teen age we have studied, admit to 
at least occasional wrongdoing. 

“But not in really big things,” they usually add. “Not 
stealing or anything like that.” 

That is, by 14, bad behavior is not just accidental, or 
the result of immaturity, rage or temper as it sometimes 
is in the younger child. Rather, it is often the individual's 
own considered decision that the behavior is not strictly 
right, but that it is a small wrong and therefore not too 
harmful.

BUT MANY FOURTEENS go further than this in de- 
parture from what the adult would like. Because now, if 
not earlier, they are beginning to depart from parental 
standards in their decisions about right and wrong. 

“My decisions about things are beginning to be a lot 
different from mother’s,” they typically tell us. Or, “I 
would see what my mother and father said, and then I 
would see what I thought.” 

And—a step further toward maturity and independence 
—there is the beginning of acceptance of what their friends 
think, as weighed against what Mother and Dad believe 
and counsel. 

Thus 14-year-old Betty tells us: “The way my mother 
would think I should do and the way I feel would be the 
best often are two radically different things. I do what 
would work out best with the kids, and then I sort of temper 
it down with my mother.” 

Some of you may not agree with us, but we think that 
Betty is doing a good job. This is often a very tricky balance 
for the adolescent—to manage somehow to do what would 
work out best with the kids and still please mother and 
father. No mean accomplishment!

'Delightsomeness’ of Ozark Speech 


The ‘Furriner' May Not Understand Dialect, but It's Music to His Ears

folklore, “Down in the Holler,” 
just published by the University 
of Oklahoma Press. 
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66 70 VEN the stranger within 
F our gates,” said the late 
President Walter Wil- 
liams of the University of Mis- 
souri, “when he hears the 
Missouri dialect before the 
old-maid dictionary makers 
robbed it ef much of its charm, 
marvels at its surpassing beauty. 
He may not be able at first to 
understand it, any more than he 
understands classical music, but 
he will rave over its delight- 
someness.” 

The solid citizens of Ozark 
towns scoffed at William's ad- 
mission that the local speech 
might be difficult for outsiders 
to understand. These fellows 
feel, of course, that they speak 
the standard American English 
and that it is the “furriners” 
who are afflicted with brogues 
and dialects. 

The term “furrin” is applied 
to anything or anybody outside 
the Ozark region. A man from 
Illinois, Indiana or Iowa is just 
as surely a “furriner” as if he 
came from Germany or Switzer- 
land. 

I remember a wealthy dowager 
from Kansas City who tried to 
claim kin with a snuff-chewing 
old woman at Pikeville, Mo. 
Both families had been raised at 
Pea Ridge, Ark., but the old 
woman wag not impressed by 
fine clothes and big automobiles. 

“Your gran’pap’s dog might 
have run through my gran’pap’s 
orchard,” she said sourly to the 
rich lady, “but that don’t make 
us no kin.” 

A dignified old woman from 
St. Louis became alarmed over 
the way our hack driver whirled 
along a narrow mountain trail. 
She admonished him in no un- 
certain language. 

“All you got to do, lady,” said 
he, “is to hold your head up and 
keep your tail over the dash- 
board.” 

One often hears a hill man 
say, “keep your tail in the 
water,” which means no more 
than “be calm.” If a cow falls 
down, the farmer often pulls her 
tail until she gets up. 


“TI remember you, all right,” 
shouted a hill man to an elderly 
lady he had not seen in 50 years. 
“Why I'd know your old hide in 
a tan yard.” The poor woman 
looked horrified. It isn’t so fun- 


ny, maybe, unless you could have 
seen the lady. 

I knew a boy in Taney county, 
Mo., who asked a girl to go for 
a walk down by the river. “I 
don't want to go way down there, 
Elmer,” she answered, “‘it’s too 
fur an’ snakey.”’ Never having 
heard this before, I thought it 
was the girl’s creation. But E. E. 
Dale reports “too fur and 
snakey” as a familiar pioneer 
expression,

A very strait- 
laced Ozark girl does not permit 
a partner to put his arm around 
her waist at all but is swung by 
a hand-clasp only. The two 
methods of swinging are known 
as “biscuits” and “cornbread,” 
as in this old square-dance call: 


‘‘Meet your pardner, pat her 
on the head, 

If she don't like biscuits, 
feed her corn bread.” 


Which means if she doesn't 
wish to be swung by the waist, 
give her the old-fashioned hand 
swing.

Damp Basements. 


S we've said so many times 

before, all sorts of things 

can make a basement damp. 
Sometimes it's a leak in the floor 
or walls that allows water to get 
in and sometimes it’s just lack 
of proper ventilation. A lot of 
basements are damp simply be- 
cause they are not kept clean 
and tidy. 

If your basement contains a 
good deal of miscellaneous junk 
such as old newspapers and ma- 
gazines, articles of clothing, up- 
holstered furniture and the like 
you can bet your bottom dollar 
that in time they will absorb a 
good deal of moisture right out 
of the air. Once they become 
saturated they'll keep the air in 
the basement damp for a good 
long while. 


Piles of ashes, of course, can 
absorb a whale of a lot of mois- 
ture and not only will they keep 
the basement damp but they’ll 
corrode any metal that they 
come in contact with, 


In many homes there are holes 
of varying size in the basement 
floor put there for one purpose 
or another. These allow the 
moisture in the soil to get into 
the basement. The remedy here 
is to get hold of some concrete 
and cover up these openings. 
The covering should be three 
or four inches thick to be ef- 
fective. 


Some homes today don’t have 
concrete basement floors—just 
earth. Atemporary remedy here 
is to cover the earth with water- 
proof building paper or sheets 
of roll roofing. A better idea is 
to put down the paper and cover 
this with four inches of con- 
crete.

When a villager remarked 
that “honest carpenters are 
scarce as preachers in paradise,” 
the carpenters and even the 
preachers knew what he meant. 

The hill man who answered a 
demand for money with the 
question, “Won't hen’s teeth 
do?” meant that cash was non- 
existent at his house. 

Clink O'Neill, of Day, Mo., 
used to quote one of the Bear 
Creek philosophers: “As long as 
you got money it’s a plenty; but

We were late, abo 
a half hour late, and the Rich- 
mond committee had to make 
a slight change in plans. They 
invited a group of American As- 
sociation for the United Nations 
leaders to meet at the same time 
as the press instead of having 
two separate meetings. In this 
way we made up time, and met 
with our next group of organiza- 
tion leaders at 11 o'clock in a 
large room ngarby. I was told 
that there were some 400 mem- 
bers present at this meeting, 
plus all those who met first with 
the press. 


Mr. Eichelberger and I ex- 
plained the purpose of our trip. 
I told of the hopes I had for 
building more strength for the 
United Nations throughout the 
country. And Eichelberger told 
something of the philosophy and 
of the background of the Ameri- 
can Association for the United 
Nations. Then the audience took 
over the meeting and asked 
questions of us, beginning with 
a clergyman who wanted to know 
how to awaken interest among 
church people, since he found 
great apathy.

Book Detailing Brewery's History Gives Intimate Glimpse of Men Who Made It Famous

HEN the late August A. Busch Sr. was 19 years old he 
W wanes to become a cowboy. His father, Adolphus Busch, 
was not pleased. Nevertheless, he had Gussie properly at- 
tired and outfitted with a six-shooter and sent him out west. 


Within six months, Gussie was 
vinced that he belonged to the 


Several decades later the same 
Gussie, then president of the 
Anheuser-Busch beer empire, 
faced a highly critical audience. 
A crisis was at hand. Prohibi- 
tion had just been repealed. 
Beer was back, but the com- 
pany’s Budweiser brand was do- 
ing poorly. The public’s taste 
buds ‘had been pampered with 
sweet mixers that would kill the 
raw flavor of prohibition liquor. 
Budweiser salesmen claimed their 
beer was too bitter. 

The company’s sales conven- 
tion took a vote and the majority 
was clearly in favor of a sweeter 
Budweiser. 

Then President Gussie took 
the stand. He wasn’t going to lift 
a finger, he boomed, to change 
the taste of his favorite beer. 

“It is not the product which. is 
on trial, but the consumer,” he 
proclaimed. 


Budweiser was not changed, 
the customers promptly mended 
their wayward ways, and Gussie 
stood vindicated, as usual. 

Yet Gussie was hopelessly sen- 
timental, too. Among the menag- 
erie he maintained at the fam- 
ily’s country place, Grant’s farm, 
was an elephant named Tessie, 
reputedly the smallest in the 
world. Tessie loved Gussie and 
Gussie loved Tessie. A trainer 
was imported from Hollywood to 
teach Tessie tricks that might 
amuse Gussie’s grandchildren. 

One day a talent scout for 
Ringling Brothers-Barnum & Bai- 
ley Circus met Tessie and per- 
suaded Gussie to let her join a 
circus where she might socialize 
with other elephants and be a 
joy to many more children. Tes- 
sie joined the circus and several 
years later the circus came to 
town. Gussie took his grandchil- 
dren to see Tessie, and the in- 
stant he stepped into her tent 
the little elephant trumpeted 
happily in recognition. 

Gussie broke down and cried 
openly. 

These are the sort of intimate 
glimpses of St. Louis’s famous 
beer barons which are. afforded 
by a new 449-page history, 
“Making Friends Is Our Busi- 
ness—100 Years of Anheuser- 
Busch,” written by Roland Krebs 
in collaboration with Percy J. 
Orthwein and published by the 
brewery. It goes straight back to 
the first and most colorful Busch 
of all, Adolphus, the man Presi- 
dent Taft called “Prince Busch.” 

It was a fitting title. Prince 
Adolphus officiated in a prince- 
ly office equipped with a per- 
sonal telegraph operator and a 
nearby room with a_ barber 
chair where he would have his 
elaborate mustaches trimmed. 
Next door, he built a company- 
owneli hotel to put up guests. 
At home, No. 1 Busch place, 
which was razed in 1929, you 
might find Enrico Caruso sing- 
ing for his supper and President 
Theodore Roosevelt booming 
forth about the state of business. 
Right at the back door were 
railroad tracks where the prince’s 
private railroad car, “The Adol- 
phus,’ a $50,000 present from

trips. 

Adolphus, the man with the 
half-nelson handshake, was a 
host of the old school. Wherever 
he built himself homes (there 
was one in Pasadena, for in- 
stance, that required the serv- 
ices of 50 gardeners) he always 
built two major residences: one 
for his wife and himself and the 
other for visiting members of 
his large family. Then, at his 
golden wedding anniversary in 
1911, he simplified matters by 
giving away six mansions, one 
to each of his children.

N that occasion, too, the com- 
0) pany threw a little party at 
the Coliseum at which 13,000 
persons consumed 40,000 bottles 
of Budweiser and 100,000 sand- 
wiches. 

Adolphus, who left an esti- 
mated $60,000,000 when he died 
in 1913, did things in style. 
When a public Easter egg hunt 
which he conducted annually in 
Busch park grew a bit crowded, 
he. moved the affair to Forest 
Park. When he was interested in 
a parcel of downtown real estate 
and discovered that it belonged 
to a modtst Episcopal church, 
he simply built the congregation 
a new and much better church 
and then took over the land he 
wanted. And when the weather 
got cold he ordered up a few 
railroad cars of coal and told 
the poor of the city’s South side 
to come and get it. 

Not unnaturally, Prince Busch 
was a formidable idea man. He 
pioneered in refrigerating rail- 
road cars, built ice manufactur- 
ing plants all along the tracks 
from St. Louis to Texas and 
soon annexed the Lone Star State 
for Budweiser. The ice plants 
re-iced Busch's beer along the 
long, hot way south and also 
sold their product to local com- 
munities. And Adolphus grew so 
fond of Texas that he built the 
Adolphus Hotel in Dallas at the 
then fairly phenomenal cost of 
$1,870,000,

E went to France, heard 
about an obscure French Gov- 
ernment scientist named 
Louis Pasteur and promptly be- 
came the first brewer to pasteur- 
ize beer and announce on the 
label of each bottle that it was 
guaranteed to keep in any cli- 
mate. The test of this boast came 
in Alton in 1919 when a 22-year- 
old bottle of Budweiser was pub- 
licly opened, tested and declared 
“pure, palatable and delicious.” 
Adolphus was a salesman, too. 
He gave away gold coins to train 
crews, and was known for his 
habit of handing out fancy pock- 
etknives with peephole pictures 
of himself. His greatest advertis- 
ing stunt, of course, was “Cus- 
ter’s Last Fight.” The Cassily 
Adams painting of the bloody 
battle at Little Big Horn was 
considered corny, even by stand- 
ards of Adolphus’s day. But 
Prince Busch thought it would 
make people look up. It did.

Although the new history cele- 
brates 100 years of Anheuser- 
Busch, the world’s largest brew- 
ery (70 city blocks) was born 101 
years ago and it wasn’t called 
Anheuser-Busch right away. Its 
cradle was the creation of a St. 
Louisan named Schneider (first 
name unknown), who started a 
brewery in 1852 and failed three 
years later (for reasons un- 
known). A competitor, Urban & 
Hammer, took it over, renamed 
it Bavarian Brewery, pepped it 
up a little, but failed in 1857. 
The main creditor, a wealthy 
soap manufacturer named Eber- 
hard Anheuser, took it over and 
became the first president of the 
institution first called Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association. 


een run by “the family,” an 

unceasing parade of sons, 
cousins and in-laws known by 
such names as Adie, Ebie and 
Gussie. 

Soap tycoon Anheyser did all 
right in beer, but he soon turned 
over the brewery to his son-in- 
law, Adophus Busch. Adolphus 
was born in Mainz, Germany, in 
1839, the twenty-first child of 
Ulrich Busch, wine merchant and 
dealer in brewing supplies. 

In 1857, just when Anheuser 
took over the struggling brewery, 
Adolphus persuaded his father to 
let him go to America in search 
of his fortune. Young Busch 
clerked on a Mississippi river 
steamboat, fought as a corpora! 
in the Union Army during the 
Civil War and then sold brewing 
supplies. Within five years after 
taking over Anheuser’s brewery 
he raised production from 8000 
to 18,000 barrels, and in 1876, 
when the company made 16 
brands of beer, Adolphus gave 
birth to his greatest pride, Bud- 
weiser. 

There’s a story—long believed 
even by some Anheuser-Busch 
executives—that Adolphus was 
traveling in Bohemia, stopped 
for the night in a little town and 
was so impressed with the beer 
brewed by the local monks that 
he immediately made a deal 
with them to produce such beer 
in the United States. It was a 
romantic story—complete with 
the picture of Adolphus person- 
ally rushing a hunk of the stra- 
tegic yeast across the Atlantic 
in an ice cream freezer — but
